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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 



The specification lacks of headings for each section. Appropriate corrections are 



required. 



Drawings 



2. It is not clear in figure 1 that how detector 3 is enabled when detector 5 is locked. 
Drawings have not showing of what controls detector 3. The subject matter of this application 
admits of illustration by a drawing to facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is 
required to furnish a drawing under 37 CFR 1.81. No new matter may be introduced in the 
required drawing. 



1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out 
his invention. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



Regarding claim 1, it is not clear (figure 1) that how detector 3 is enable when detector 5 
is locked. Drawings have not showing of what controls detector 3. Furthermore, it is not clear 
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what S5, S6, S8, and S9 represent. I.e. do they represent the signals or the errors and what kind 
of error corresponding to each of those signals? 



Conclusion 



5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Nguyen et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,493,396B1) discloses a phase shift key burst receiver 
having improved phase resolution and timing and data recovery. 

Coman et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,148,039) discloses a system and its corresponding 
method for harmonic interference avoidance in carrier recovery for digital demodulation. 

Cochran et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,553,098) discloses a demodulator with selectable 
coherent and differential data.
